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Residents picket meet 
in protest of busing

Despite the pickets in the 
parking lot of the Romulus 
School District Ad- 
ministration Building, 
Monday night, it was 
“business as usual” for 
Romulus Board of Education 
members, who sailed through 
a shorter than usual agenda. 

Picketing the board 
members were residents of 
two co-operative tovnhouse 
developments in Romulus who 
kicked off a recall petition

drive affecting five of the 
seven board members. 

The recall action is in 
protest of the busing of 
children living in the 
Wellesley and Birch Run 
Townhouses from nearby 
Cory and Romulus Elemen- 
tary Schools to Beverly 
Elementarv School. 


THE BUSING action which 
was approved by the majority 
of the board in June affects 129 
students. 

Recall action is being taken 
against Board President 
Diane Boger, who made the 
original proposal; Gerald 
Budd, Ronald Christensen, 
Hulen Yates and Carl Morris. 


Newest board member, 
Diane Chandler, was 
originally on the recall list, 
but was not included in the 
final petition drafted by the 
Stop Action Committee, 
composed of townhouse 
residents. She was not on the 
school board when the busing 
decision was made 


Voters' choice at polls 
pleases top contenders

The two mayoral candidates 
in the Nov. 6 general election 
were elated that the council 
candidates they backed for 
nomination made it through 
the August primary. 

Both candidates — in- 
cumbent Hyle J. Carmichael,

Three incumbents were 
toppled from office as the two 
slates hacked by the mayoral 
candidates for the Nov. 6 
gci-erai election were swept 
into the run-off for a spot on 
the council. 

Councilmen Edmund Bizek 
Jr . Brooker Edwards and 
Ellis T. Pennington finished 
15th. 16th and 17th respec- 
tively as slates backed by 
Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael, 
and mayoral hopeful Terry L 
Troutt took 10 of the top 12 
spots in the balloting last 
week . 

Only independent can- 
didates James C. Stewart, an 
incumbent; Dolores E. Ristow 
and Beverly McAnally made it 
though Tuesday's run-off and 
into contention for the seven 
council seats which will be 
filled in the Nov. 6 general 
election 

TWO CARMICHAEL* * 
backed incumbents, William 
M Oakley and Fred Junior 
Block took the top two spots on 
the ballot, finishing first and 
second respectively. 

The two were followed by 
one Troutt team member, 
Lnng Coleman, while Car- 
michael-backed newcomer 
Donald Treder took the fourth 
spot 

Two more Troutt team 
members. Joan A. v Lee and 
Robert Martin were fifth and 
sixth respectively while in- 
cumbent Romulus City 
Council President Jimmie C 
Raspberry took the seventh 
spot 

Jack Trumble and Richard 
Butz. both Troutt team 
members, took eighth and 
ninth spots respectively, while 
Stewart finished 10. 

GILBERT WHITE and 
Perry Gray, both of the 
Carmichael-backed slate, 
finished 11th and 12th while 
Mrs. Ristow, and Mrs.

the veteran of four years in 
office, and challenger Terry 
L. Troutt, a former township 
supervisor and state senator 
— said a change on the council 
is needed for effective 
government in Romulus. 

“I always have maintained 
that there is a need for change 
at the legislative level before 
Romulus is administered,” 
Carmichael said. “And it 
looks like the voters agree. 

• THEY GOT rid of three 
incumbents who caused many 
of the problems.” 

The three incumbents, 
Edmund Bizek Jr., Brooker 
Edwards and Ellis T. Pen- 
nington finished in the 15th 
through 17th spots in the 
primary election, and out of 
contention for a spot on the 
city council »n the Nov. 
general election. 

All three ran with Romulus 
City Council President Jim- 
mie C. Raspberry as a slate. 
Raspberry finished seventh in 
the balloting last week, only 
319 votes behind the top 
candidate, William M. Oakley, 
who took the position with 
1,242 votes 

“The failure of the in- 
cumbent slate indicates that 
the voters are with us,” 
Carmichael said. “And that 
belief of mine is 
strengthened when you 
consider the finish of the five 
people I backed in the 
primary.” 

CARMICHAEL'S entire 
five-man slate, including 
incumbents Oakley and Fred 
Junior Block, who finished 
second with 1,127 votes, were 
swept through the primary. 

Carmichael-backed Donald 
Treder finished fourth with 
1,021 votes while Gilbert White 
at 889 and Perry C. Gray at 872 
finished 11th and 12th 
respectively in the balloting. 

Troutt said: “We intend to 
run on administration and 
council teamwork We wanted 
to run a slate of new can- 
didates w'ho will bring fresh 
ideas to government.” 

The names of the entire 
Troutt slate will be on the 
November general election 
ballot. 

Like Carmichael, Troutt 
was elated. 

“THE OVERWHELMING 
nominations of the entire 
Troutt team council can- 
didates indicates a definite 
new awareness by Romulus 
residents in response to the 
Troutt team’s emphasis of 
efficient and reformed 
government,” Troutt said. 

“Likewise, the showing of 


the team candidates point out 
the citizens' desire for the 
many improvements pointed 
out during our campaign and 
their interest in our goal and 
dynamic platform for 
Romulus,” he added "The 
Troutt team is very pleased 
and thankful for the vote of 
confidency by Romulus 


residents who are convinced 
that the Troutt team is serious 
and extremely concerned for 
the future of our community.

Another board member not 
listed on the petition was Jack 
Bath, who said his original 
negative vote was a matter of 
principle because he doesn’t 
believe in younger elementary 
children being bused He said 
he isn't against upper 
elementary students being 
bused. 

BATH TOLD the Romulus 
Roman Monday that he told 
the recall petitioners that he 
does not support their action 
He does not believe that the 
action of the board on the 
matter justifies recall. / 

He also told members of the 
Stop Action Committee that he 
wanted his name removed 
from any literature or signs 
relating to the recall. 

Ginger Nash, spokesman for 
Ihe recall group, told the 
Romulus Roman last week 
that many children had been 
bused to seven different 
schools in the past five years. 

The board president said 
she had made the motion to 
bus all 129 children from the 
two townshouse developments 
because another proposal 
made at the same time would 
have split up youngsters from 
the same families 

“THESE CHILDREN are 
not the only ones in the district 
being bused,” she said 
Children from Harrison and 
Mcrriman Elementary 
Sc hools are being sent to Mt. 
Pleasant School 

“The decision was not made 
lightly, and we're not happy 
about it.” 

Board members cited the 
danger of the children

Several of the mother- 
pickets said students going to 
Beverly School crossed Wayne 
Road to get to school. 

“It’s inconsistent,” Mrs. 
Nash said 

James Garfield, assistant 
superintendent, speaking for 
Ihc school administration, 
blamed the situation on the 
failure of two earlier building 
bond issues to be passed and 
the agreement on class size 
made with the Romulus 
Education Association which 
limits the number of students 
in classes. 

THE SCHOOL building 
program under way should 
alleviate some of the crowding 
and the necessity for some of 
the busing, but construction 
will take an estimated two 
years from the passing of the 
bond issue, according to 
school administrators. 

“The board has a right to 
assign children to schools in 
which they will get a good 
education and a school which 
is as near as possible to home 
whenever feasible,” Morris

Construction up 

Building requests skyrocket 


Building permits requests 
skyrocketed in Romulus 
during July when Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport asked to 
spend $360,000 for remodeling 
and expansion of a concourse 
The Romulus Building 
Department issued 54 permits 
totaling $1.1 in construction in 
July 

Included in the total were 
four permits for $642,000 in 


industrial buildings 
Totals include two permits 
for single family homes, 
valued at $32,000, one permit 
for a demolition of a building, 
15 permits for alterations to 
residential buildings, 15 
permits for garages and 
carports, one permit for a non- 
residential building, two 
permits for signs, eight 
permits for swimming pools 


and five permits for trailer 
pads. 

The new' industrial buildings 
include a $416,000 trucking 
terminal, a new$100,000 office 
at Kelsey Hayes and a $125,000 
addition to the Lincoln Park 
Boring Company 

I-ast month, the department 
issued 85 permits, although 
only $24,000 was designated 
for industrial expansion

During election 

Clerk praises workers 


Election workers in last 
Tuesday's primary election 
turned in a “yeoman’s per- 
formance” to get the returns, 
according to Romulus City 
Clerk Leonard Folmar. 

“Thirty-nine minutes was 
all it took for the returns to be 
counted in the 15 precincts we 
had to check and on the two 
absentee voters counting 
hoards we had set up,” 
Folmar said. “It shows we had 
an excellent corps of helpers 
working on the election." 

Folmar said the unofficial 
returns in the election were all 
called into the clerk's office by 
8 45 pm. with the first 
precinct to call in returns 
making the call at 8:06 p.m. 

“THAT’S PRETTY good 
work, especially when you 
consider some cities around us 
didn’t have complete returns 
until 9:30 p m or later 
Tuesday and their ballots 
were less cluttered than ours 

“I’m proud of the election 
workers.” 

Folmar said 85 residents of 
the city helped check the 
tallies in each of the precincts 
and on the counting boards 
this year. 

And those 85 made only one 
mistake in their count. 

ONE CANDIDATE was 
given 20 votes in the unofficial 
tallies rather than the 10 he 
actually received from the 
precinct calling in the returns. 

“The Board of Canvassers 
were amazed at the ac- 


curacy.” Folmar said. 

“It took them six hours to 
check the returns the day 
after the election, and they 
could only turn up one mistake 
in that time,” he added. 
“Considering the pressure the 
people were under after 
working from 7 a m. to 8 p.m. 
election day -and the pressure 
of getting the tallies together 
so the people could find out the 
unofficial returns--the per- 
formance was outstanding.” 

Some 33 percent of 
Romulus' 10,700 voters turned 
out to vote in the primary 
election Aug. 7-a percentage 
in excess of voter turnout in 
surrounding communities. 

FOLMAR ATTRIBUTES 
the relatively high turn-out to 
Romulus voters’ community 
concern 


“When only 16 per cent of 
the voters turned out in other 
communities, and 33 per cent 
of Romulus residents vote< 
you know the voters take pride 
in how their city is operated.” 
he said 

Folmar said the clerk’s 
office will be working between 
the Aug 7 primary and the 
Nov. 6 general election to 
insure that even more voters 
have the right to franchise: 

Residents 18 years of age 
and older have until Oct. 6 to 
register to vote for the general 
election. 

“We will be deputizing 
concerned residents during 
that time to handle and 
facilitate registrations for the 
ha lloting which will determine 
how the city will be run for the 
next two years,” Folmar said.

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Weed commissioner gets to 'root 1 of problem

Weed raisers of Romulus beware Stan 
Kochanoski is on duty. 

Koshanoski has taken over the duties of the 
city’s weed commissioner— a part-time job 
limited generally to the late summer, when 
Ihc weed problem is at its worst. 

It’s Kochanoski’s job to make sure that 
weeds in the community, especially those 
w'oeds which produce a large amount of pollen 
and other irritating substances, are kept in 
check. 

"WE’VE BEEN able to clean up quite a bit 
of property so far." said the veteran of four 
weeks on the job “But having a new position, 
we can only rely on calls and some inspection 
to check out the real problems in the com- 
munity 

Right now, my biggest job is to let the

know that there is a weed ordinance.' 


people know r that there is a weed ordinance, 
which says weeds must be cut, and then to try 
to enforce it,” he said 
Kochanoski has the power to order the 
removal of noxious weeds from anyone's 
property and to levy fines of up to $100 if the 
property owner refuses 
He said he attempts to handle his task 
courteously. 

“WE TRY TO inform the people first— give 
them a chance to cut their weeds— before we 
take the drastic step of removing them 
ourselves,” he explained. 

“The costs can get pretty steep if we have to 
work, because we can fine up to the $100 limit 


and can charge the property owner for the 
work of cutting down weeds,’’ he added “It’s 
a lot easier on everyone if the owner 
cooperates 

“I'm confident a vast majority will, if 
notified of the rules, cooperate voluntarily ” 

Kochanoski said he is attempting to get into 
the routine of his job this summer and is 
handling mostly telephone complaints about 
weeds 

“I GET OUT, but the biggest thing is to let 
the people know that weeds can cause 
problems and should be cut according to the 
law." he said * If I get a complaint, I 
generally phone a local property owner and 


tell him of the complaint and inform him that 
he should get the weeds down. 

After that. I give him some time, and if 
they still aren’t down. I have it done ” 
Kochanoski is limited in his powers He 
can't spend more than $25 on cutting weeds 
without the mayor’s permission, according to 
the weed commissioner ordinance recently 
adopted by the council 
He is often given power by the mayor, 
however 

“WE TRY TO keep on top of it the weed 
problem, but it’s difficult sometimes, 
especially when it's a large piece of vacant 
proiH-rls which causes the problem.” he said 


If I don't know- the property owner, I have 
to check through the Lax books, and find out 
who he is." he added “Then I call him, if he 
lives in a reasonable distance from the city, 
or write him by registered mail if he lives too 
far away. 

“After that, if I get no response, it’s up to 
me to get the w ecds dow n. because they are a 
health and safety hazard in the community if 
allowed to grow without check 
Next year should be easier. Kochanoski 
said 

“By then. I'll have the groundwork laid, 
and I Ik* people w ill know what they have to 
do." he added “Then I II have time to go out 
and trouble shoot on my own

have set a goal of getting rid of all the phone

“This kind of experience, as 
opposed to classroom ex- 
perience, would make the 
student more aw are - it’s more 
than the textbook approach 
for understanding govern- 
ment and other endevors," 
Brown added.

Life is what you want 

Surgery gives back 'good years'

CLEVELAND— Nobody who loves to chase 
fire engines and pour copy down a wire can 
slow down even after two heart attacks im- 
pale him to the sedentary life 

The mind and the desire keep pace but the 
body lags behind, fearful of that spear in the 
chest again 

That light jab under the breast bone while 
crossing the capitol parking lot in the autumn 
wind is a reminder And you wait for an 
elevator when darting up the stairs would be 
quicker. 

NOW THERE is a surgical way to get back 
the good years when life was what you wanted 
it to be. 

Talented heart specialists can use the 
electrocardiograph, biood pressure scales, 
the heartbeat, telltale indications from blood 
samples and other techniques, but they are 
essentially blindfolded. 


They can determine that damage has oc- 
cured! its extent and location but before 1958 
they were stymied in efforts to measure the 
blockage of the three major heart arteries 
There was no clearcut warning of trouble 
ahead 

That was the year that Dr F Mason Sones, 
a Cleveland cardiologist, completed years of 
research under the Cleveland Clinic Foun- 
dation with the development of cine coronary 
angiography 

TIIE TECHNIQUE involves inserting a 
catheter into an artery in the arm. jockeying 
it delicately to the aorta, then spraying dye 
into the arteries X-ray motion pictures 
provide a map of the cardivascular system 
showing where and how much each of the 
art€»ries is blocked. 


From these maps, the medical men and the 
surgeons diagnose the trouble in terms of 
percentages <The Sones technique is 90 per 
cent accurate, the identical effectiveness rate 
of the vaccine developed by Dr. Jonas Salk 
which eliminated polio in the 1950s) 

•‘I’ve got some good news and some bad 
news.” a doctor said later. 

All three of your arteries have some 
blockage But the blockages are in excellent 
positions for surgery and there is good distal 
runoff.” 

IT WAS TO be open heart surgery and I w r as 
lucky. 

There are four ways to go home after cine 
coronary angiography. The lucky ones will 
have more years to chase more fire engines, 
to play golf or to climb a mountain 

-Under 50 per cent blockage, no surgery 
needed and no medicines required, only a 
letter diet and the realization that the old 
plumbing is still good if only properly 
maintained 

-Between 50 and 70 per cent blockage, the 
possibility that chest pains can be medically 
controlled It s up to the patient whether to 
undergo surgery 

-Blockage of 70 per cent or more in areas 
which can be bypassed to improve the blood 
supply This is the delightful diagnosis that 
surgery can fix the pump. 

Blockage of up to 100 per cent in areas 
which cannot be corrected by surgery or 
controlled effectively by pills 

THERE IS AN enchanting psychological 
game at the point of catheterization and the 
heart’s performance before the X-Ray motion 
picture cameras called: ‘ Don’t look at your 
right arm ” 


First there is the ubiquitous “shot to make 
you sleepy.” then a doctor adds another of 
novacaine in the arm 

Then, outside the X-Ray room, there is a 
pretty young girl on the left to distract you 
with conversation-sports, weather, politics, 
Phase IV, you name it.. 

“There, that’s the only pain you’ll feel,” she 
concludes. 

THERE HAD BEEN a slight prickling 
sensation, like digging out a sliver with a 
needle Nothing more 

Under the X-Ray cameras, there is a 
temptation to sneak a look at the right arm, to 
see what’s going on. But, again, off to the left 
is a closed circuit television monitor showing 
the events inside 

To the irreverent, it might be likened to a 
World War II troop movie dipicting the 
hazards of being too friendly w ith ladies of the 
night 

During the filming and the spreading of the 
dye, there was an ccasional sensation of heat, 
but no pain. 

THERE ARE NO surprises at Cleveland 
Patients are told what to expect before every 
event (“You’ll get a small stinging sensation 
here” or “Take a deep breath and hold it, 
we re removing a tube.”) 

Afterward, the still-numb right arm is 
stitched and a bandage is placed and you go 
back to your room There follows a feeling of 
relief and some giddiness and the idea comes 
that through some magic things are going to 
be better than they have been for five years. 

Sometime later the doctor arrives with his 
bad news, and some good news. He explains 
everything and gives you the choice, surgery 
in my case, or not, with all the potentials 
made clear 

The brightest prospect in the world at that 
moment was surgery in another five weeks 
and. after that, a swim for distance, a little 
badminton with the kids, or... 

Hark, could that be a fire engine?

National confidence 
must be resurrected 


Knowledgeable authorities in Western 
Wayne County warn that policies and at- 
titudes must be changed if we wish to avoid 
severe economic and social disruptions of 
major national proportions— disruptions with 
worldwide repercussions. 

The stakes are high. The problem is that w e 
don t seem to believe in our ow n golden goose. 
Anyone who impunes the character, motives 
or performance of American business has an 
instant rapt audience ready to believe the 
worst 

Opinion polls indicate that most people 
have a pretty low opinion of business per- 
formance, regardless of how good that per- 
formance may be in terms of supplying jobs, 
paying taxes for the support of government, 
protecting the environment, working for 
community betterment, promoting fair 
employment practices or providing job 
training for the handicapped or un- 
dereducated It doesn’t matter. No one 
believes business 

Commenting on this, the president of one of 
the nation’s major aerospace manufacturing 
concerns has said, “Unless this wave of 
recrimination, of witch hunting, of Off-With- 
His Head’ is stopped, industry will eventually 
grind to a halt 

Scoff at the integrity of the Board of 
Directors, impugn the experience of 
management, slow down the production line, 
let low productivity force the imposition of a 
$10 price tag on a $7 product, frighten the 
shareowners into becoming ex-shareowners, 
and soon the witch hunt will be over Industry 
will be permanently crippled We ve already 
heard distant rumblings in the deficit 
balance-of-payments situation ” 

Right now , America is fighting for iLs share 
of international trade in a world market 
supplied by nations just as smart and of- 
tentimes a good deal more efficient in their 
production than we are 
At the same instant, there are hundreds of 
bills instate legislatures and major proposals 
in the Congress of the Lhiitcd States designed 
to further restrict the legitimate development 
ol practically every enterprise that you can 
name. The effect is to increase the cost ol 
American production and decrease the flow' 
of innovation, progress and technical 


achievement that has been the lifeblood of 
American “know -how “-something which, 
up to now. has been in demand around the 
world. 

Federal legislation is proposed which 
would, for example, establish arbitrary 
standards for the dismemberment of in- 
dustrial and business enterprises, if they are 
considered to be too big, regardless of 
whether they are doing any wrong. 

Other legislation is proposed to severely 
penalize the U.S. corporation that operates 
overseas, owning, for example, major 
manufacturing facilities.

We must understand and appreciate our 
scientific achievements, our superlative 
technology, whose crowning achievement in 
this decade was to place man’s footprints on 
the surface of a new- world 

We must have faith and confidence in our 
system, in our freedom and in the essential 
rightness and effectiveness of private en- 
terprise and the competitive marketplace 

As the industry spokesman emphasizes, 
there must be a ” restoration of national 
confidence, an increase in national produc- 
tivity. and the focusing of national deter- 
mination 

We must convince those who doubt that 
the nation can do anything it chooses if the 
project is defined, if it is given top national 
priority, if there is stability over the 
development jH-riod. if there is adequate 
funding, and if we have the high level of 
productivity of which our people are capable 
With these assured, this nation can succeed 
tjovond its greatest expectations ”

Willow Run plant and expressway 
churned out bombers of victory 


■ Hailed as / Arsenal of Democracy

Thirty-one years ago in the summer of 1942. 
the world was at war American troops were 
arriving in North Africa — and in the Pacific to 
stem the Japanese island-advance 
That year in history saw Michigan enter the 
freeway era — a freeway system known then as 
the Willow Run Expressway, and designed to 
provide access to the sprawling Ford Motor 
victory bomber plant near Ypsilanli 
What significance would Michigan’s freew r ay 
era have with the victory ear effort? Just ask 
any old-timer who toiled in the defense effort at 
the Willow Run bomber plant of World War II 
STILL BETTER, we’ll attempt to cover some 
of the highlights that led to the accelerated 
building of the Willow Run Expressway — a 
pathway slicing through Western Wayne County 
when driving from dow ntow n Detroit to Romulus 
and Belleville was termed a “journey” for some 
While much credit in the war effort goes to the 
men and women who worked at the old bomber 
plant, history says nothing of the men who built 
the Willow Run Expressway in less than 11 
months 

Seven days and nights a week the men worked 
on the expressway — their tanks were earth- 
moving bulldozers 

The task was to build Michigan’s first limited 
access facility with no grade-level intersections 
and no traffic lights lo slow the movement of 
bomber-plant bound workers. 

AND TOGETHER they enabled thousands of 
war plant workers to drive easily from their 
homes in Detroit to Ford's River Rouge in 
dustrial complex and to the bomber plant further 
west to Western Wayne’s county line. 

While the construction moved along 24 hours a 
day, the Willow Run bomber plant began to rise 
from the flat farmland east of Ypsilanti 
The first bulldozer to crack the earth was in 
the early fall of 1941 several months before 
that Day of Infamy at Pearl Harbor 
By the summer of 1942 the expressway was 
taking lorm and at about the same time the 
British halted the Germans at El Alamein. the 
Japanese eastward march was blown to bits at 
the Battle of Midway, and the Germans were 
mounting their first attack on Stalingrad the 
kittle that broke the Na/i sweep into the Soviet 
Union 

NOW THE BATTLE scene was “ there is 
good news tonight, as Allied Forces took to the 
offensive and the role of the Willow Run 
Iximber plant became vital to the American air 
attack strategy m Europe 
The bomber plant had its own army a 
civilian arniv of more than 42.000 men and 
women in th«* production of R-24 Liberator 
bombers for the Army Air Force 
And for defense purposes, the plant was built 


in the then quiet countryside of Washtenaw and 
Western Wayne County 
By Sept 12. 1942 the 14-mile expressway was 
open to Detroit’s city limits — only 11 months 
after it w r as begun, and in time to carry workers 
to the nearly completed $100 million bomber 
plant 

AND FROM the bomber plant, which was to be 
the world's largest industrial plant under one 
roof, came Michigan’s war-time role as the 
“Arsenal of Democracy.” 

When word spread that the bomber plant was

humming with victory defense work, thousands 
of sight-seekers flocked onto the expressway 
causing havoc for bomber plant employes. 
Traffic finally had to be limited to plant and 
construction workers 

To celebrate the opening of the bomber plant, 
and completion of the Willow Run expressway - 
joint ceremonies w r ere held. ..including the at- 
tendance of Undersecretary of War Robert P 
Patterson. Henry and Edsel Ford. Army 
generals and Michigan Gov. Murray D. Van 
Wagoner 

By now the bomber plant was swinging into 
full production with no complaints of “line 

speed-ups.” 

Before the bomber plant was shut down in rmd- 
1945. it turned out 8,685 bombers — more than 
anv other aircraft plant in the nation 

THE B-21 LIBERATOR, flown by Army pilots 
ot the U.S Eighth Air Force favored pin-point 
bombing of German installations in Europe — 
while the British pursued saturation bombing at 
night 

In addition to flying the Liberator heavy 
lumbers Eighth Air Force men flew the Flying 
Fortress and the Thunderbolt, Lightning and 
Mustang fighters. 

At the beginning. Hermann Goering. com- 
mander in chief of the German Luftwaffe had 
boasted American lumbers would never reach 
Berlin But they did and they even went further 
to destroy the rich oil fields at Ploesti, Romania 

Gen Henry H Arnold, commanding general of 
our air force units in Europe, in writing about 
five consecutive days of bombing of key German 


targets in late February. 1944. said “those five 
days changed the history of the air war.” 

During the course of the air war, American 
pilots flew about 75.000 bombing missions in 
Europe hitting the enemy with three million’ 
tons of bombs. 

SEVERAL MONTHS AGO, while workmen 
were draining a marsh lake in Belgium for 
farming purposes, they found a B-24 Liberator 
resting on the bottom of the shallow marsh lake 
— a bomber built out at the old Willow Run 
plant and its skelatal pilot 
Though this brief flashback to the days when 
bombers were being built at the Willow Run 
plant may seem dusty newspaper history of 
another era — it still plays a significant role in 
our American heritage. 

In a few days this nation observes its 197th 
birthday, and to the credit of the men and women 
who built the Willow Run Expressway and the B- 
24 Liberators at the bomber plant — we observe 
another Fourth of July 

Now the state is tearing up the 14-mile stretch 
of the aging Willow Run Expressway and to build 
a new modern-day freeway... and General 
Motors Corporation builds transmissions at the 
old bomber plant 

CONSTRUCTION on the aging expressway 
began last summer, and once completed, the $8 
million reconstructed freeway from Haggerty 
Road east to Ozga Road in Romulus will provide 
a western by-pass of Detroit — via the new- 1-275 
Freeway. 

Additional reconstruction is taking place west 
to Rawsonville Road at the Western Wayne- 
Washtcnaw county line 

Absence of steel mesh is the main reason some 
sections of the Willow Run Expressway require 
re-surfacing “Despite this, the expressway 
performed its war-time duty with great ef- 
fectiveness and has served Michigan well in the 
intervening years,” state highway officials 
repeat 

And today, the Willow Run and Detroit In- 
dustrial expressways are part of the 1-94 
Freeway, which runs from Port Huron west to 
the Indiana border at New Buffalo and on to 
Billings. Montana

They're being mailed early 
in connection with a special 
early warning effort to inform

Secretary of State Richard 
H Austin said "Even though 
these vehicle owners paid the 

uninsured motorist” fee at 
the time they bought their 
license plates last year, they 
are now obliged to obtain new 
no fault auto insurance by. 
Oct I If they don’t, they won’t 
be able to operate their 
vehicles legally after that 
date.” 

ANYONE FAILING to 
comply with the new no-fault 
insurance requirement is 


subject to a $500 fine if ap- 
prehended 

Austin offered to make the 
special early mailing to help 
the Michigan Insurance In- 
formation Council in the 
campaign to advise every 
motorist in the state of the 
provisions in the state’s new 
no-fault auto insurance law. 

A notice is included with 
each prepared application 
form, giving an outline of the 
no-fault system, warning of 
the Oct 1 deadline, and urging

Area physician survives 
gun battle in Greek port 


An area physician 
found himself in the heat 
of a gun battle recently 
when Arab terrorists 
attacked the airplane he 
was about to embark on in 
Athen’s Greece. 

Dr Gus Petropoulis. a 
physician in charge of 
the emergency room at 
Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne, was one of 21 
survivors in a misguided 
attack by the Arabs 
recently. 

As he tells the story: 

•I WAS WAITING in 
line to board a T.*ans 
World Airline (TWA) 
flight for New York City 
which was set to take off 
at 3:30 p.m. 

"About 3:10 p.m there 
was a sudden explosion, 
followed shortly 
thereafter by a burst of 
gunfire from automatic 
weapons 

International in 
vestigators speculate that 
the terrorists received 
their arms from 
collaborators in the 
airport, but they opened 
fire on the wrong people. 

ALLEGEDLY. their 
mission was to attack 
TWA passengers heading 
for Tel Aviv. Isreal, but 
due to the confusion, they 
attacked travelers whose 
destination was New 
York City. 

"As soon as we heard 
the initial explosions and 
ensuing gunfire we all hit 
the ground and absolute 
panic broke out in the 
boarding area.”

PETROPOULIS 
was able to take pictures 
of the prisoners as they 
were being taken away by 
the Greek police.

With today’s inflationary 
economy, it shouldn’t come as 
a surprise to Michigan's six 
million motorists that the cost 
of owning and operating a car 
has increased 14 per cent the 
past four years, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

"It now f costs state 
motorists 16.5 cents a mile to 
operate their cars compared 
to 14 5 cenLs per mile in 1969,” 
Auto Club Touring Manager 
Joseph Ratke said 

For the motorist who 
drives 10,000 miles annually, 
his operating costs in 1973 will 
jump to $1,647, a rise of ap- 
proximately $200 in four 
years,” Ratke said 

AN AUTO driven 20,000 
miles will cost its owner 
$2,247, or roughly 11.2 cents 
per mile driven The reason 
for the lower cents-per-mile 
figure at 20,000 miles is that 
fixed costs (insurance, 
depreciation and license fees) 
are basically the same as for 
10.000 miles. 

Figures on owning and 
operating an automobile are 
contained in the 1973-74 issue 
of the AAA pamphlet, "Your 
Driving Costs ” 

According to the report, 
motorists can figure an ad- 
ditional 15-cent per-mile and 
20-cents per-day increase for 
air conditioning. 

The report shows the total 
per-mile cost for an eight- 
cylinder. standard-size car 
equipped with automatic 
transmission, power steering, 
power brakes and radio was 
computed at 5.25 cents, for an 
intermediate car similarly 
equipped at 4 95 cents, and for 
a compact equipped with 
radio and automatic tran- 
smission at 4.20 cents 

FIXED COSTS were $1,365 
for the standard car $1,177 for 
the intermediate and $1,040 for 
the compact.

Increase your food buying 
power by using better food 
handling practices to decrease 
food waste, says Anita Dean, 
Michigan State University 
foods and nutrition specialist. 

“By developing careful food 
buying and storing habits, you 
can decrease food waste and 
provide more nutritious foods 
without spending more 
money,” the specialist says. 

The food market is your 
starting point. Shop at a store 
that carries fresh, good 
quality foods and handle these 
foods properly under correct 
temperatures and in clean 
surroundings. 

‘Buy food products, 
especially perishable items, 
only after careful inspection,'* 
Mrs. Dean suggests. “Look for 
the freshness and quality that 
will mean higher nutritive 
value and a longer storage life 
al home.” 

Your refrigerator, she says, 
can be a great food dollar 
saver for storing foods a short 
time It can keep food safe to 
eat, retain flavor and texture, 
maintain nutritional quality 
and save money by helping 
prevent food spoilage. 

THE TEMPERATURE of 
the refrigerator should be 
between 34 and 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Above 40 degrees, 
the chance of food spoilage 
increases as the temperature 
rises. You can check the 
temperature with a 
refrigerator thermometer or 
an ordinary outdoor ther- 
mometer. 

Refreigerated cooked foods 
should be packaged in foil, 
plastic wrap or air-tight 
containers This can protect 
food from drying out and 
getting off-flavor. 

The throwaway habit,” 
Mrs Dean notes, “is very 
rough on your food budget.” 
With careful planning, you can 
avoid leftovers entirely. When 
they do occur, use them 
promptly and creatively. 

Food stored in cupboards 
also needs special care, the 
specialist says. Cool tem- 
peratures are best for cup- 
board storage areas. Places 
near the stove, dishwasher 
and exhaust fans are too 
warm to store most foods but 
are great for pots and pans. 
.:-C4Drtfc,d goods have a 
relatively long storage life, 
but this doesn’t mean several 
years!” Mrs. Dean warns 
STORE CANNED foods in a 
dry. moderately cool cup- 
board not more than one year. 
If you store canned goods 
above 70 degrees Fahrenheit, 
their shelf life is shortened. 
Freezing canned goods may 
break the seals and permit 
spoilage organisms to enter. 
There may also be a texture 
change 

A freezer can be a handy 
appliance because it enables 
you to stock up food items 
when they’re on sale have 
have the convenience of a 
variety of food products on 
hand when you need them. 

“A freezer can only 
maintain the quality of food, 
however-it can’t improve it.” 
Mrs. Dean adds. 

Your food can have good 
flavor and texture and contain 
all or most of the nutrients it 
had when it was fresh if the 
food is properly wrapped in 
moisture vapor-proof 
materials and stored at 0 
degrees Fahrenheit or below. 

"To be sure frozen food gets 
lo your freezer in top con- 
dition. Mrs Dean says, “pick 
up frozen items just before 
cheeking out of the store and 
place them in the home 
freezer as soon as possible.” 

Dating frozen food packages 
will give you a handy guide to 
the foods that should be used 
first, the specialist suggests. 
Longer storage isn’t 
dangerous, but flavors and 
lex lures begin lo deteriorate.

come from a $100,000 grant which the Young Lawyers have 
applied for from the federal Law r Enforcement Assistance 
Administration. 

THE SPECIALLY-trained prisoners would aid other in- 
mates in all legal matters relating to their confinement, 
including motions for new' trials and appeals to the State 
Court of Appeals and the State Supreme Court. 

And, according to Joe Reid, a Lansing attorney and a 
prime-mover behind the para legal proposal, the aides also 
could help their fellow inmates in civil legal matters such as 
divorces and child custody cases. 

At the present time, Reid said for an inmate to get free 
legal counsel for an appeal he has to apply within 60 days of 
his sentencing. 

And for other legal matters, an inmate either has to pay his 
own legal fees which Reid said many can’t do or go to a “jail- 
house lawyer where many inmates get ripped-off.” 

THE PROPOSAL was approved by the Michigan 
Corrections Commission, the policy-making arm of the State 
Department of Corrections. 

According to the proposal which was submitted to the 
corrections commission, selected prisoners would take a 
five-month course which would include the following sub- 
jects: 

—appellate review which would include a survey of all 
court remedies after a conviction. Lectures would cover 
material on how- to most effectively approach a particular 


court, including both the procedure and strategy which 
should be employed. 

—research which would involve the teaching of procedure 
and substantive interpretation of statues and case law. 

—brief writing which would be aimed at getting the in- 
mates to write brief with legal accuracy, fair analysis and 
persuasiveness 

—substantive law which would be aimed at demonstrating 
the depth of legal issues and the breadth of the field of 
criminal law. 

THE PROGRAM, according to the proposal, would be 
under a full-time director who would be paid from $18,000 to 
$22,000 per year. 

Assisting him would be two staff attorneys who would be 
paid between $15,000 and $18,000 per year. 

The prison legal aides would interview each inmates 
seeking legal help and then a committee of other aides and a 
staff attorney would determine what disposition should be 
made. 

WHEN THE committee decides what action should be 
taken, the case is assigned to a legal aide whose duties may 
include the preparation and filing of petitions for transcripts 
or counsel, the study of transcripts and preparation of 
written recommendations on potentially appealable issues. 

In appropriate instances, the attorney will assign the 
research and brief writing to an inmate aide who has not 
previously reviewed the case.

Mobile homes in Michigan 
are classified as motor 
vehicles and owners should 
have titles in their possession, 
Secretary of State Richard II 
Austin said 

“We are constantly 
receiving complaints from 
mobile home owners who try 
to sell their trailers hut have 
difficulty because they do not 
have the title.” Austin added 

APPARENTLY, some 
mobile home owners think 
that these types of homes are 
real estate property but the 
motor vehicle code explicitly 
defines mobile homes and 
trailer coaches as motor 
vehicles, and subject to the 
titling provisions of the code 

Under Michigan law, when a 
person purchases a motor 
vehicle, ether outright or with 
a loan from a bank or lending

owner and often arrange for 
payment of sales tax before 
they can obtain a title which

Most of the complaints 
against mobile home dealers

Mobile home dealers are 
classified just as auto dealers 
are. A dealers may sell both 
new and used mobile homes. 
B dealers may sell only used 
mobile homes. 

In many instances, dealers 


also sell other types of motor 
vehicles including cars and 
trucks 

“WHILE THE over 
whelming percentage of 
mobile home dealers are 
honest businessmen, we have 
had a few unscrupulous 
operators.” Austin said I 
recall the case of an older 
couple who did not know that 
they had to have a title for 
their mobile home. The 
elderly gentleman died and 
the park ow ner sold the mobile 
home right out from under the 
widow, who was unaware that 
she was the legal owner. 

“This dealer is no longer in 


business, but one can see the 
problems that a simple 
oversight can cause ”

Senior citizens will get 
additional property tax relief 
under a new- measure which 
recently passed both houses of 
the legislature Seniors will be 
allowed to file for property tax 
money back on their state 
income tax returns. 

Property taxes paid in 
excess of the limit for Senior 
citizen’s income will be 
refunded in a check sent with 
the allotment for state income 


taxes, according to the bill. 

The state will refund all 
property taxes paid by per- 
sons with income below $3,000 
all but one per cent for persons 
with incomes between $3,000 
and $4,000, two per cent for 
those with incomes between 
$4.000 and $5,000, 3 per cent for 
(hose with incomes between 
$5,000 and $6,000 and 3.5 per 
cent for all over $6,000 

In Ihe past, seniors had to 


make a trip each year to the 
city assessor’s office to file an 
application for tax relief, and 
many seniors did not know 
about possible lax relief, 
according to Garden City 
Mayor James Lowe. 

They will simply have to fill 
nut the normal state income 
tax form to receive the tax 
exemption 

Veterans entitled to tax 
relief also will save them- 


selves an annual trip to the 
city offices. 

The veteran who qualifies 
lor a $3,500 homestead 
exemption and has a $10,000 
Slate Equalized Value 
homestead will receive a tax 
credit of 35 per cent of the 
taxes he pays Whatever the 
homestead exemption is. this 
amount is divided by the State 
Equalized Value of the home 
to get the rebate percentage

Simple steps ensure 
long life for flowers 


Simple handling steps can ensure a longer 
life for your flowers 

Before cutting, choose flowers that aren’t 
fully opened. They will have a longer life span 
than those already blooming. 

Cut flowers early in the morning or late in 
the afternoon because their stems are full of 
water. The stems should be cut at a slant with 
a sharp knife or shears. 

ALL BROKEN and bruised parts of the 
stem should be removed along with the 
foliage from the lower one-third to one-half of 
the stem. 

Immediately after cutting, place the 
flowers in warm water (110 degrees F.) for 
about two hours. After the two hour period, 
you can arrange the flowers. 

Selecting a clean and suitable container for 
your flowers will prevent the growth of 
bacteria When bacteria multiplies, it 


prevents the water from going up the stem, 
causing the flowers to wilt. 

You can obtain a flower preservative from 
your florist that can prevent bacterial and 
fungicide grow th 

FLOWERS ENJOY a cool spot at night. 
And during the* day. avoid placing the 
arrangements near drafts, radiators, direct 
sunlight or electric lights because it speeds up 
the transpiration process 

Rescue measures are possible for flowers 
that begin to wilt prematurely. Begin by 
making a slanting cut an inch from the end of 
the stem, place the flowers in very hot water 
for a few minutes and then into very cold 
water for a few minutes. 

This first aid treatment pushes any air 
bubbles out of the stem and the cold water 
perks up the flowers But it won’t save flowers 
that have wilted for several hours. 


For grass 

Autumn seeding recommended 

By far the best time of year 


to seed cool-season 
lawngrasses — the Kentucky 
bluegrasses, fine fescues, 
bentgrasses, and perennial 
rye grasses- is autumn Good 
weather, a promising season 
ahead, and a more relaxed job 
schedule, then, combine to 
make autumn ideal for both 
new' lawn seedings or for 
bolstering thin turfs. 

All of these grasses thrive 
on the bright, crisp weather 
that usually prevails during 
autumn The soil should be dry 
enough to cultivate nicely, 
making a good seedbed 

Cultivating the soil before 
seeding helps the new lawn to 
a good start Mix fertilizer 
amply into the soilbed, at the 


rate recommended on the bag 
(typically 10-20 lbs-1000 sq 
ft.) Acid soils may need 
liming A mechanical 
spreader distributes seed 
neatly 

IT WILL BE useful later for 
maintenance fertilizations 
and spreading of pesticides A 
surface mulch to prevent 
drying rounds out the new 
seeding 

Only time (and enough 
watering to keep the soilbed 
moist) then stands between 
you and a cheerful carpet of 
green 

If soil cultivation is not 
feasible, perhaps your tired 
turf can be renovated merely 
by scuffing its surface ahead 
of overseed ine 


Powered turf thinners or 
scarifiers make rather light of 
this task They can be rented 
in many urban areas 
IN SOME states knock-down 
chemicals are procurable 
Best are types that leave no 
toxic residues in the soil. 
Killing unwanted vegetation 
before seeding ups the odds on 
survival of new sprouts

Adhesive cuts nail

use down 


If you’ve decided to fix up 
thal space in the basement 
intoa neat little game room by 
covering the concrete block 
walls with 4-by-8-foot finished 
wood panels, here are some 
tips to make your job easier 

First, by using a modern 
adhesive you can cut the 
nailing required by 75 per 
cent, and at the same time do 
a better, neater job in less 
lime than if you nailed up the 
whole job 

One of these adhesives, a 
plastic compound, can be used 
throughout the paneling 
operation. 

IT DOES NOT pull the panel 
tightly against studs that may 
l>e out of line, which would 
cause the wall to be wavy. 
Rather, it shims up to three- 
eighth inch before it sets to 
keep the paneled wall even. 

Second, since block walls 
are usually irregular, it is 
recommended that you install 
furring strips to w'hich the 
panels will be attached. You 
can purchase four-inch wide 
straight furring strips at a 
lumber store. Also be sure 
basement walls are dry and 
any painted surface firm. 

If you don’t plan to also use 
insulation between the 
basement wall and paneling, 
then proceed to install the 
furring strips. 

Apply them vertically to the 
wall four feet apart, center to 
center, starting from the 
corner Subdivide every four 
feet by placing intermediate 
strips 16 inches, center to 
center. 

APPLY A three-eighth-inch 
bead of adhesive to the back of 
each strip and press firmly 
against the block On “high’’ 
points w here the block surface 
rises, nail the strip with a 
masonry nail On low points, 
the adhesive w ill stretch to fill 
the gap and set to form a firm 
base. 

You can begin paneling 
after 24 hours. It’s a good idea 
during this period to condition 
panels to moisture conditions 
in room by stacking, face out, 
against wall Follow these 
suggested steps when 
paneling: 

Step l — Come out from one 
corner four feet and draw a 
plumb line down the furring 
strip center by using a 
straight edge or chalk line. 

Step 2 — Trim and fit the 
first panel so that the butt 
edge will be even with the 
plumb line. Sight along the 
wall and mark all low furring 
strips, which are those not 
visible along your line of sight, 
or use a straight edge to spot 
out-of-line strips. 

Step :t — Apply 1 j-inch-high 
bead down the center of 
furring strips that are in line 
and three-eighth-inch bead on 
low strips Apply adhesive to 
only those strips covered by 
the first panel. Apply the bead 
on the furring strip, where two 
panels will butt together, 
inside the center line so as to 
avoid squeeze out 

Step I — Now pivot the panel 
from ihe plumb lint to the of 
corner and even it with plumb 
line Fasten with three or four 
finishing nails at top and 
Ixdtom where molding will 
cover them.
